HOLIDAY GREETINGS 


THE OLD GLASS HOUSE 


Mary K. Manzoli, Historian. 


The Old Glass House -- which stood for about forty 
years (1809-1849) at the foot of 22nd Street gave its 
name to the surrounding settlement, one of the first 
communities inthe Foggy Bottom area. Composed 
of well-kept houses of the nearly 100 workers em- 
ployed by the glass factory, this residential section 
was somewhat isolated from the "main stream" of 
Washington life, then concentrated between Capitol 
Hill and l7th Street. Nevertheless, according to old 
reports, this little colony prospered and enjoyed the 
attractions of their location. 


The Potomac was wider then -- and more beautiful. 
Stately, square-rigged, ocean-going ships plied the 
river - going and coming - from the thriving port of 
Georgetown. George Mason's elegant home graced 
Analostan (now Theodore Roosevelt) Island. The 
Custis spring at the foot of Arlington Heights where 
stands the Custis-Lee Mansion, was a favorite pic- 
nic ground of the early inhabitants of Washington, 
To this springthe people of the glass factory cross- 
ed the river in large rowboats and flatboats. 


Old records cite the '"charm and the hospitality" of 
George Washington Parke Custis, builder of Arling- 
ton Mansion as we know it today. ''He loved to have 
the people come to the Cus- ж 
tis spring and built a large 
pavillion for the dances of 
the young people. He al- 
ways brought an old man- 
servant with him to the pic- 
nic ground to help with the 
serving, and would play the 
violin by the hour for the 
young folks to dance though 
he often stripped the pavil- 
lion of its dancers by be- 
ginning to relate anecdotes 
about General Washington."

PROGRAM 


The entire evening will be devoted to music 
by the Foggy Bottom Chamber Music Group 
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The poignancy of the lost laughter known at Arling- 
ton by early residents has been heightened as the 
grounds of Arlington have become the final resting 
place of our armed forces. Today, the newly tragic 
soil of Arlington seems ever more removed from 
the gentle gaiety of summer evenings long ago. 


Long ago, too, the years began to wreak change up- 
on the glass factory and the lives of those connected 
with it. After reaching its peak of success around 
1822 when the factory advertised its promise to fill 
"orders from апу part of the continent", the factory 
began to fail. Old newspaper accounts say that the 
construction of the Long Bridge damaged the water- 
front and that the Chesapeake and Ohio Canal thrust 
its waterway through the glass house wharf. The 
Canal also cut across the mouth of the little creek 
that drained the valley and left the factory — and its 
settlement — at the end of a swamp which became a 
breeding ground for mosquitos and malaria. 


The Potomac also began to silt upand the factory no 
longer could bring in its ships filled with sand from 
Prince George's Island - and the potash from Phila- 
delphia. When the Prince George's Island sand sup- 
ply was cut off to avoid reducing the size of the Is- 
land, the factory's days were numbered. After the 
closing in 1849, the surrounding community deteri- 
orated beyond any semblance of its former prosper- 
ity and then - vanished. 
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MEETING 


In 1911, when the old glass 
house area was chosen for 
the site of the Lincoln Me- 
morial, there was strong 
opposition, as it was con- 
sidered remote and inac- 
cessible. The famous and 
testy Speaker of the House, 
"Uncle Тое" Cannon, pro- 
tested, "Поп" put it here, 
boys. Why, the malarial 
ague from these mosquitos 
would shake it to pieces''.

She 
has given a full-length piano recital in Washington, 
appeared four times as guest pianist with the Agri- 
culture Symphony Orchestra, and once as the guest 
artist with the Arlington Symphony Orchestra. She 
has accompanied instrumentalists and vocalists at 
the National Gallery, Barker Hall, and other Wash- 
ington auditoriums.

Bernard Mason, violinist, is professor of orchestral 
instruments at the Howard University. He took the 
Bachelor of Music degree at Oberlin Conservatory 
and his Masters at the University of Michigan. An 
ardent chamber music player, he particularly en- 
joys string quartet work. 


Joel Wheeler, the recorder player, has appeared in 
a number of concerts of early music here -- three 
sponsored by the Smithsonian Institution, three by 
the Washington Recorder Society, several in both 
Virginia and Maryland, and one at the Phillips Gal- 
lery.

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THE WESTERN MARKET 


There seems to be increasing support in the area at 
the present time for citizens to take a stand to save 
Western Market, located at 21st and К Streets. An 
appeal to the District Commissioners and Congres- 
sional District Committees is planned by members 
ofthe market and they have appealed to the public to 
sign petitions opposing the sale of the property. 


The market has, for nearly 100 years, provided the 
residents of the metropolitan area a place to pur- 
chase from area farmers fresh produce, and from 
individual merchants located in the market, quality 
foods, meat, poultry, cheeses and other dairy pro- 
ducts from this country, Canada and Europe, French 
styled meats, pates, escargots and other delightful 
comestibles, fruits and vegetables, seafood, baked 
goods, and barbecued chicken. The market has in 
its confines a florist and a Safeway. It has been the 
subject of many artists' canvases. 


To the great distress of many to whom the market 
has become a well-nigh irreplaceable way of life, a 
plan is underway to sell the market property, along 
with the present Third Precinct Police Station. The 
supporters of the market are asking Bottomites to 
join with them to try to keep this historic site, and 
urge you to sign the petition (near the K Street en-

This portrait of Ruth St. Denis was painted at the 
old Peter House оп К Street when the "First Lady 
of the Dance" ''sat'" for Daniel Millsaps who, for 
several years had a studio there. The large (5'x7') 
tempera picture was done to be used as a poster in 
the Dupont Plaza Theatre when "Miss Ruth" gave а 
lecture there in a farewell appearance. The picture 
is called "Freedom" and is taken from the dancer's 
re-enactment of an earlier dance -- known by that 
name -- when she was younger and still performing. 


Ruth St. Denis is now in semi- retirement but is in 
the process of starting The Ruth St. Denis Dance 
Center in Hollywood and is working on another book 
about her life and experiences in the dance. She is 
to make an appearance with her former husband and 
dancing partner, Ted Shawn, at Jacob's Pillow next 
summer. 


The artist Millsaps says that his days in the studio 
in Foggy Bottom were some of the happiest and the 
most productive years in Washington. Many prom- 
inent visitors and collectors came to call and buy 
his works at the famous Peter House. It was there 
that Dan collaborated with Congressman Usher L. 
Burdick on the arts bills which came before Cong- 
ress during the Eisenhower Administration. Those 
bills are the fore-runners of the one now before the 
Senate to establish a National Arts Foundation sim- 
ilar, in some respects, to the Science Foundation. 


Millsaps continues to practice his art in Washington 
and has, at the same time, become the Washington 
editor of Art Voices, the magazine published in New 
York. He is also a co-publisher of the Washington 


International Art Letter, along with Dorothea Ward 


and Robert De Shazo. 
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The Margaret Dickey Gallery of Art, 2133 Pennsyl- 
vania Avenue, is exhibiting "Christmas 1963", with 


paintings by Washington artists, through December
